The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
After fiirther review of the prior art of record, the claimed invention is allowable over 
said art because said art fails to teach, suggest or appreciate a polishing composition, wherein the 
volume frequency (V), in %, of the abrasive (silica) having a particle size [R] in the range of 40- 
45 nm is defined by the relationship set forth by the independent claim (V equal to or greater 
than the sum of the particle size [R], in nm, plus 50). In addition, it is apparent that the volume 
frequency of the particle size R of 40-45 nm can never be 100% since the claim further states 
that particles between 10 to less than 40 nm are also present in the composition. In view of this, 
the prior art is silent as to the high volume percentage of particles in the 40-45 nm size range and 
a low percentage of those in the 10 to less than 40 nm size range. 
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Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue 
fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on Statement of Reasons for 
Allowance."
